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Fellow League Members: 


In reporting the principal results of the May 7-8-1971 ARRL Board meeting, I am including 
the results of my March 30th survey of Division membership opinion on League matters and 
FCC proposals. Total response to the survey was just over 20%. The figures given follow- 
ing each item indicate the membership opinion in terms of YES votes, NO votes and NO 
OPINION in that order. 


Item 1. Do you support FCC Docket 19162, HF Phone Band Expansion? 80.3%; 15.6%; 4.1%. 
' The Board passed a compromise measure, recommending to the FCC a phone band expansion 
almost identical to the measure introduced from this Division in 1969, later defeated 
at the 1970 Board meeting. No action on the phone band expansion measure in 1970 cost 
the League its leadership in this matter. But the 1971 Board heard from the membership 
this year, with most Directors reporting a mandate from their members, the vote running 
from 78 to 90 percent in favor. The compromise reached resulted in recommendation of 
the following phone band expansion:

7150-7175 Extra Class only 10m phone: The Board recommended no change 
7175-7225 Extra & Advanced at this time. 


7225-7300 Gen./Cond. & Higher 


The Board recommended the Novice CW bands on 40m be changed to 7100-7150 kHz and on 15m 
to 21100 to 21200 kHz.; also recommended retention of the 25 kHz cw segments for Extra 
Class only at the bottom of each cw band. 


A compromise settlement never pleases anyone, but a final resolution of the hf phone band 
expansion will depend upon the FCC after it has reviewed the many comments filed with then. 
It may be significant that Prose Walker is now Chief of the Amateur and Citizen's Band 
Section of the FCC in Washington, D. C., and his attitude toward phone band expansion is 
well known as negative. I hope many of you took advantage of the opportunity to file 
comments with the FCC on this matter. The deadline was June ist. I suggest you read the 
Minutes of the May Board meeting when they are published in July QST. You can see for 
yourself how the various directors voted on this subject as most of the voting was on roll 
call. It is interesting to note that all of the dissenting directors (some of whom 
admittedly opposed the majority wishes of their constituents) are up for re-election this 
fall. 


Items from SW Division: 


Item 2. Realignment of ARRL Divisions. 85%; 7%; 8%. Although three other directors 
polled their members and received an overwhelming vote in favor, this motion of mine was 
tabled. A subsequent effort to lift it from the table failed. 


Item 3. Annual QST survey of membership opinion on current issues. 83%; 8%; 9%. My 
motion for this failed to pass, many Directors declaring they preferred to write their 
own questions rather than have HQ personnel do it for them. The vote was 12 negative to 
my single vote in favor, with three not voting. 


Item 4. Restrict 160m to AM. 36%; 48%; 16%. Since this was voted down by members of 
this Division, I did not introduce it at the Board GSE. This possibly should be 
reconsidered at a future time. 


Item 5. Request FCC to exert authority for RFI rejection in design of TV sets. 98%; 
1.5%; 0.5%. My motion was amended at the Board meeting to require League Legal Counsel 


to file appropriate comments along similar lines with the FCC on Docket 19183 which was 
issued by the FCC after my questionnaire was mailed to you. (See "TVI" on reverse side. ) 


Items 6 through 15 of the survey came from other Divisions. 
Item 6. Create DXCC award, mobile operation. 40.8%; 18.5%; 40.7%. 


Item 7. Create WAS award, mobile operation. 39.9%; 18.2%; 41.9%. Both item 6 and item 
7 were referred by the Board to the Planning Committee for study. 


Item 8. ARRL to sponsor technical seminars. 63.7%; 13.6%; 22.7%. This motion was 
not introduced at the Board meeting. 


Item 9. Advisory Committee for Technical endeavors. 57.3%; 13.8%; 28.9%. This was 
not introduced at the Board meeting by its sponsor. 


Item 10. Set up FCC Certified Examiner program. 49.3%; 30.8%; 19.9%. Referred by 
the Board to the Planning Committee for study. 


Item 11. Order General Manager to annually present a 3-year operating plan. 56.9%; 
12.2%; 30.9%. This was referred to the Planning and Finance Committees for study. 


Item 12. Establish Comm. Dept. Advisory Committee. 47.1%; 12.6%; 40.3%. This motion 
was not introduced at the Board meeting by its sponsor. 


Item 13. Revise by-laws to provide for filling Vice Director vacancy by President's 


appointment. 58.5%; 11.1%; 30.4%. This was approved by the Board, thereby correct- 
ing a deficiency in the by-laws. 


Item 14. Increase ARRL dues to $7.50 per year. 55.1%; 30.0%; 14.9%. This was 
deferred to the January Board meeting for action. APPLY NOW FOR LIFE MEMBERSHIP! $130... 
payable in 8 equal payments over 2 years if you desire. 


Item 15. Change rules for school radio club affiliation to reduce 51% license requirement. | 
74%; 12.4%; 13.6%. This was passed by the Board, and henceforth only one licensed member 
and one ARRL member will be required for school club affiliation. 


The Board also authorized sending QST via first class mail to any member who desires it 
for $12 per year additional to cover postage and handling. The Board authorized two 
Board meetings per year, starting in January 1972 and in July 1972. 

Purchase of the newest Dave Bell film, “This Is Ham Radio," was authorized. If your club 
wants to see this film, a youth-oriented picture 16 minutes in running time, contact Dave 
Bell, W6BVN, 1011 N. Cole St., Hollywood, CA.

A Legal Counsel Committee will be established with lawyers who are amateurs to help our 
Legal Counsel advise on amateur radio matters such as antennas, towers, zoning, etc. 

The Board also ordered continued legal guidance to the Chicago amateurs who have problems 
getting antenna towers approved by their "ward heeler" type of local government. 


The Board ordered a study for possible recommendation to FCC of a change in code speed to 
10 wpm for General and Conditional license exams. 


A special techniques handbook was ordered produced, covering ATV, slowscan TV, RTTY, 
repeaters, space communications, etc. 


The Board ordered a study for renewing regular newsstand distribution of QST, and a study 
of feasibility of sending QST to SCM's by first class mail. Both SW Div. items. 


A National ARRL Convention will be held in the Hudson Division during 1974, and in Denver 
in 1976. 


The Associated Radio Amateurs of Long Beach found it necessary to withdraw sponsorship 

of the proposed 1972 National ARRL Convention on board the Queen Mary when they were 
unable to obtain the necessary guarantees of space accommodations, performance and 
facilities from the Queen Mary authorities in time for approval by the 1971 Board meeting. 
(The Board alone has authority over National conventions; the Director has authority over 
Divisional Conventions.) Thus, there will be no National Convention in 1972. The 1971 SW 
Divisional Convention will be Labor Day weekend at the Disneyland Hotel, Anahein. 

Dates for 1972 and 1973 Division conventions are open; San Diego expected to bid for 1974 
convention. Any offers for 1972 or 1973? Write me. 


REPEATER DOCKET 18803 - A late report indicates the revised repeater docket was completed 
March 3ist at the FCC and that it is now undergoing review prior to release. It is not 
expected to permit multiple linking of repeaters. 


220 MHz Matter - League Counsel Booth is concerned over the many comments filed by CB'ers 
with the FCC regarding the Electronic Industries Association proposal (RM-1747) to put 
CBters on 220 MHz. Also the similar effort by W60DX (RM-1656) and Wayne Green's proposal. 
(RM-1633) to make a hobby class no code amateur license on 220 MHz. Counsel Booth wants 
ALL the information you can send him as to the present and planned use of 220 MHz by 
amateurs. Help save this band! Address Robert M. Booth, Jr., W3PS, 1150 Connecticut Ave.

TVI - The FCC on April 6th released a Notice of Inquiry, Docket 19183, asking for data 
and recommendations regarding television receiver improvements to alleviate various 
kinds of interference to television reception. Comments in the form of an original and 
14 copies are urgently requested to be filed by July 1st with the Secretary, FCC, Wash- 
ington D.C. 20554. TV receiving system parameters that appear relevant are RF and IF 
adjacent channel selectivity, intermodulation rejection, cross modulation rejection, 
dynamic range, harmonic generation, blanket signal level, booster amplifier spurious 
responses, and direct signal pickup other than through the antenna terminals. 


EYEBANK NET PROBLEM - The FCC released Docket 19245 on May 5th, inquiring into the extent 
to which amateur stations should be used on behalf of non-amateur organizations. A very 
clear set of rules is needed and YOUR ideas might be the answer. Review 97.39 of the 
regulations and submit your comments by July ist in 15 copies to the Secretary, FCC, 
Washington, D.C. 20554. ARRL has requested a delay to Aug. 31, 1971 for filing comments 
on this Docket. If granted, this would give you time to send to FCC for a copy of the 
Docket before filing your comments. 


FCC LICENSE TOTALS - As of March 1, 1971, there were a total of 265,559 licensed amateurs. 
Total League membership as of Dec. 31, 1970 was 99,065 including library subscribers. An 
overall growth in League membership of 1.4% was registered during 1970. In this division, 
4t was only 0.1%. Can you help to improve this figure??? 


TECHS! - FCC has received over a dozen petitions requesting changes of privileges for 
Technicians. You can expect an FCC rule making proposal to be issued soon.
